BULLETIN OF THE PHYSICIANS 


THEIR STATEMENT RELIEVES 
THE TENSION AT WHITE HOUSE. 


The President Is Encouraged and Took 
a Walk Through Executive Man- 
| sion Grounds. 


WASHINGTON, June 1.—The bulletin re- 
garding Mrs. McKinley's condition issued 
this morning, is the most encouraging 
statement given out since her return. ‘The 
three physicians were in consultation only 
a short time and at 11 o'clock, immediate- 
ly after their departure, Secretary Cortel- 
you gave out the following bulletin: ,

But there is an erasure on the first page 
of the Kansas City notebook. A name has 
been rubbed out and it is impossible to de- 
ci): her what it was. On the last page of a 
volume of Ik Marvel's “‘Dream Life,” aiso 
left among his effects, there is also an 
erasure of a name. This name, however, is 
partially decipherable. 

Under a strong glass it is evident that 
the first two initials of the name are ‘‘S. 
c.’’ It is also evident that the last name 
is a long name, one of apparently ten let- 
ters, that it ends with a ‘‘y”’ or some letter 
than hangs partially below the line. The 
first letter of the last name is difficult to 
determine. It may be “F.”’ or /‘T.” . 

The difficulty of ascertaining the right 
name of the suicide is heightened by tiw 
apparent impossibility of locating who 
Thomas lL. Maxey may be. Unless the sui- 
cide had the card printed in St. Louis to 
divert attention from his real name, the 
owner of the card must. be somewhere 
within reach of newspapers or telcgreph 
wires.

It was the only -page in the book 
tinis ‘turned. : 

That he was a neat, careful, methodical 
man is evident from his clothing and the 
care With which he destroyed the marks 
on them that might indicate where they 
came from. A rough sketch in the note 
book indicated that its owner, was some- 
what familiar with mechanical drawing. 

Those who have studied the case are at 
sea as to what prompted the young man 
to take his life. They agree, however, 
that -he came to the Lindell Hotel with 
self-destruction premeditated and care- 
fully planned. 


Came to St. Louis 
to Kill Himself. 
“Tt think the man came to St. Louis from 
some other city to kill himself and conceal 
his identity,”’ said Deputy Coroner John 


Fitzsimmons. “I think he made a display 
of the name Maxey. and used the address 
Chicago purposely to throw people off the 
track. To me the dead man has the ap- 
pearance ‘of a person of fine breeding. His 
classic features, his fine hair and his ap- 
pearance generally lead me to that conclu- 
sion. He,evidently has been in many dif- 
ferent citiés.”’ 

Morgue Superintendent Cowie's views as 
to the probable sphere of the young suicide 
are nut identical With those of the deputy 
coroner. . . 

‘He's either beeh following the races or 
he’s & ‘con’ man,’ Cowie observed, dis- 
cussing the case Friday morning with a 
party who had viewed the remains. 

There is an air of gentility about the 
body of the suicide that convinces one of 
Mr. Fitzsimmons’ idea that he was well- 
bred. Eiis body ts slender and well shaped, 
and the bullet that plowed through his 
brain has not distorted the placid look on 
his features. When he fell with his head 
under the washstand in the room in the 
Lindell Hotel Wednesday after standing be- 
fore a mirror and pulling the trigger of his 
revolver, he fell into as graceful a pose as 
possible for a recumbent figure.

the time of his death is not indicative 
of wealth or’social position on the part of 
the wearer. Thre are holes at the ankles 
and in the uppers of the No. 6 vici kid 
shoes. The suspenders are old and frayed 
in spots. The coat and vest, while new and 
finished, are evidently of the ready- 
made variety.

GAME AND BIRD PROTECTION 


Deputy Warden Reese Says It Is Time 
to Stop the Wanton Slaughter in 
Missouri and Elsewhere. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 
Improvidence and wantonness have rap- 
idly depleted the stock of game and birds. 
Buffaloes are gone, elk, moose, wapiti and 
caribou are rare, except tn a few favored 
localities, and even deer have been killed 
off in many regions in which they were for- 
merly abundant. Mountain goats and moun- 
tain sheep are now found oniy ih a few 
states. Wild pigeons, like the buffalo, have 
been practically exterminated. Prairie 
chickens are no longer found in much of the 
country that was thelr native home ten 
years ago. Wild turkeys and woodcocks, 
the grandest of native game birds, are al- 
most extinct in many localities, where they 
should be numerous.. Ducks and geese, 
which only a few years ago were remark- 


| idly growing scarcer.
